which went into

at a complete accord on all quest ions 


in dispute, and it was decided to pro­ 


ceed to the elaboration of the treaty of 


peace between Russia and Japan. 


The announcement lafc; last evening 


that Japan was ready to waive the 


question of indemnity and submit the 


price to be ¡mid for the northern half 


of the island of Sakhalin, caused some­ 


what of a sensation. 
It was admited 


on ail sides that if Japan took this 


position, the ground was cut out from 


under Emperor Nicholas. 


At the conference this morning J a­ 


pan ceded even more than she was 


expected. 
She 
practically 
y ielded 


every thing—accepted the Russian ulti­ 


matum of no indemnity and the divis­ 


ion of the island of Sakhalin, without 


the pay ment of redemption money . 


The Japanese also y ielded the in­ 


terned warships and the limitation 


of Russia's naval powers iii the Far 


Eastern waters.

Governor Nanty Issues a Labor Day 


Proclamation. 


Indianapolis. 
Aug. 
29. 
-Governor 
R anly has issued a public proclama 
tion designating Sept. I as Labor Day 
and calling on the people generally to 
observe it by taking a holiday. 
“ Let 
the spirit of the occasion be such a* 
herornes a glad and joyous celebrator 
of the mighty force that has made ti! 
great, both as a state and a nation 
and upon which depends the pros 
perily and happiness of our posteri 
ty,” he said. 
The governor declare*' 
that this nation, with all it rep resen t­ 
or is, is labor's contribution to the 
present stint of human peace and hap 
piness. 
“Through the divine ministry 
of toil the fullness of the land is ours,” 
hi* continued. 
“We live in favored 
times 
The elements of the soil, of 
the air, of the sky and the seasons 
themselves have conspired with labor 
to make this a year of immeasurable 
plenty throughout the nation, and es­ 
pecially within our own goodly com 
munity. 
It is, therefore, meet and 
proper that we set apart thin day to 
celebrate labor’s trium phs and to do 
honor to her children.” 


One member of the railway commis­ 
sion has found a decision in a Penn­ 
sylvania case which may fit the pres­ 
ent gas belt situation, the substance 
of which is that inasmuch as the man 
u far hirers are not in competition with

Governor Hanly is alive to the danger 
of-attempt ing to change conditions in 
the gas belt, and he Is urging that care 
be exercised. 
The railroad attorneys 
have been asked to submit briefs in 
the matter, ami nothing will lie done 
till they are heard from. 
The m atter 
is arousing intense interest in the gas 
belt, and men who have their money 
Invested there are urging the commis 
aion not to raise the rate. 
It lias beer. I 
suggested 
that 
the 
railroads could 
lower the rate and make a profit on ! 
the coal. 
The commission has no 
authority to force the roads to haul at ' 
a lower rate than they can afford, and 
if they attem pt to fix a lower schedule 
the courts will probably be asked to 
determ ine the matter. 


It would net be surprising if the In -1 
diana railway commission does not at- i 
tempt to change the present freight I 
rates for coal in the gas belt 
At least j 
two of the commissioners were deeply 
impressed by the statem ents of the 
m anufacturers last Friday that their 
business cannot exist if the freight j 
rates for coal are raised. 
One m anu­ 
facturer whose integrity has never J 
been questioned said that four-fifths I 
of the industries of this community 
would have to quit business if the coal 
rate is raised, and his statem ent made 
a deep impression with two members 
of the commission. 
The statem ent ; 
was made a num ber of times during 
the preliminary conference before the 
commission that u is generally known 
throughout the gas belt that there is 
a lower rate for the m anufacturers and 
that It is generally realised that it is 
necessary in order for them to con- j 
tinue in business. 
The commission I 
does not want to make a decision that 
will injure a section that has been 
hard hit by the failure of gas. nor does 
it care to wink at the law or seek to 
avoid carrying out its provisions. Yet 
It will not be surprising lf a way out 
of the difficulty is found without m ak­ 
ing any changes.

Interstate Railway Commission Settles 


Hay Rate Question. 
Washington,

state commerce commission has rem 
dered a decision in the case of T. M. 
Kehoe & Co., of Terre Haute, Ind.. 
against the Evansville & Terre Haute 
Railroad company and others in the 
m atter of rates on the shipment of 
hay. 
The Evansville & Terre Haute 
Railroad company refused to applv a 
proportion on shipments billed to Ev­ 
ansville in care of a Southern line for 
points beyond, having discontinued a 
tariff providing the refer, which was 
effective from Nov. IO, 1903, to July 
19, 1904. 
The rate from Evansville by 
the other defendant lines is the same 
whether 
shipped 
locally 
from 
or 
through Evansville. 
The commission 
held that it is unreasonable and unjust 
for the Evansville & Terre Haute to 
Insist on the billing of these shipments 
to a specified destination in order to 
secure application of the lower propor 
tlonate rate, while it declines to as 
some responsibility for such billing 
and does not post in its stations the 
tariffs from which the shipper can 
himself ascertain the rate at which 
the shipment should be billed, and 
that while the proportionate rate is 
kept in force it is reasonable and Just 
that these shipments shall be billed to 
Evansville in care of the road leading 
southerly therefrom, as was actually 
done in 1903 and 1904.

Mr W itte inti­

disposition to ridicule the idea of ar 
berating the

Island. 
Nevertheless, on all hands it 
was admitted if Japan took this posi­ 
tion, the ground was cut out from un­

W itte by consummate skill in 
conceding alt the demands of Japan 
involving the real issues of the war, 
had maneuvered his adversaries into 
a position where, unless they aban 
doned the claim for indemnity, they 
could be held responsible for continu­ 
ing the war for money.
